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FARM CASH RECEIPTS 


ALBERTA BUSINESS TRENDS 

August figures continue to show a healthy rate of growth over 1971 in most sectors of the 
provincial economy. 

Total farm cash receipts for the first eight months of 1972 were $551 million or 17% 
above receipts during the comparable period of 1971. Receipts from field crops were only slightly 
higher than last year while higher livestock prices have resulted in a 22% increase in receipts 
from this source. 

Manufacturing activity in the province showed no signs of slowing down in August as the 
value of shipments reached $208 million, bringing the cumulative total for the year to $1, 464 
million, up 15% over last year. This increase is attributable mainly to the meat packing and 
petroleum refining industries; preliminary indicators for other major manufacturing industries 
such as the primary metal, wood, non-metallic mineral and chemical products industries also 
show gains over 1971. 

Building permits issuedin August were valued at $54 million as compared to $57 million 
in August 1971. The eight month total for 1972 was approximately 11% above last year's figure. 
‘There were 14,915 dwelling units under construction atthe end of August as compared to 14, 496 
units twelve months earlier. 

The value of sales of crude oil andnatural gasin August registered increases of 25% and 
18% respectively over the same monthlast year. Coal productionin Augustwas some 11% higher 
this year; the value of sales of bituminous coal showed a 58% decrease during the month due to 
the dockers strike on the west coast. 

Retail trade was up 14. 4% in August, and 14.6% on a cumulative basis for 1972. Whole- 
sale trade trends indicate even greater increases during this period. 

Higher food prices were mainly responsible for a 0.7% increase in the Edmonton-Calgary 
Consumer Price Index during the latest month. At its September 1972 level of 134.6 (1961=100) 
it was 4.3% higher than a year earlier. 

The provincial Feary) RTF rate was 3.3% for September as compared to 3.6% the pre- 
vious month and 3.1% twelve months earlier. There were approximately 23,000 persons unem- 
ployed out of a provinciallabour force of 696,000. Of the employed labour force in the province, 
about 242,000 persons were employed in goods -producing industries and 430,000 persons in 


service-producing industries during September,

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MEMORANDA 
Alberta refinery receipts of crude oil, condensate and pentanes plus totalled 123,000 
barrels per day in 1971, an increase of 11.3% over receipts of 110,500 barrels per day in 1970. 
The latest estimates for 1972 indicate a further increase of 12.5% over 1971 to 138,400 barrels 


per day. 


The 54 establishments classified to the logging industry in Alberta during 1970 shipped 
goods valued at $20.1 million. Salaries and wages of the 747 employees of the industry totalled 


$5 million for the year; total value added to the provincial economy was $9. 2 million. 


The value of shipments of soft drink manufacturers in Alberta increased from $20.3 
million in 1969 to $23. 8 million during 1970. The 19 establishments manufacturing soft drinks 


employed 810 persons in 1970; salaries and wages totalled more than $5 million during the year. 


Airport activity statistics for 1971 indicate that the Calgary International Airport 
ranked 4th, the Edmonton International Airport ranked 8th and the Edmonton Industrial Airport 
ranked 9th among Canada's air terminals in total number of arriving and enplaned passengers. 
The number of arriving and enplaned passengers recorded at these airports during 1971 was 


1, 466, 000; 759, 000; and 388, 000 respectively. 


Receipts of the 137 motion picture theatres in Alberta during 1970 totalled $11.9 mil- 
lion. Receipts from admissions during 1970 increased 10.6% over 1969 while the number of paid 
admissions rose 3.3%. There were 7.5 million paid admissions throughout the year; average 


capacity utilized was 16%. 


Non-commercial trailer manufacturers in Alberta shipped goods valued at $42.8 mil- 
lion during 1970; total Canadian shipments amounted to $128 million. The 35 Alberta establish- 
ments classified to this industry in1970 employed 1,553 persons and paid $8.3 millionin salaries 


and wages. The value added to the provincial economy was $16 million for the year.
